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PHILADELPHIA 
STRIKE ENDED 


Men Return to Work Atter Be­ 
ing Out u Week. 


TWENTY-TWO CENTS AN HOUR 


Street Car Company Employee Agree 


to Accept That Pay— Ten Tours W ill 


Constitute a Day’s W ork— All Fu­ 


ture Differences to Be Adjusted Be­ 


tween the Company and a Grievance 


Committee Chosen by the Employes. 


Philadelphia, June 5.—“The strike 
has been settled. 
The men will re­ 
ceive 22 cents an hpur beginning this 
morning and ten hours will constitute 
a day’s work.” 
This statem ent em anating from C. 
O. P ratt, chairm an of the executive 
com m ittee of the Am algamated Asso­ 
ciation of Street Railway Employes, 
the leader of the striking motormen 
and conductors, followed by the de­ 
portation of the 450 strikebreakers 
who came here from New York, ends 
the strike of the employes of the 
Philadelphia T ransit company. 
The 
strike began one week ago this m orn­ 
ing. 
The term ination of the trouble 
between the company and its em­ 
ployes was brought about prim arily 
by state Senator Jam es P. McNichol, 
the Republican leader of this city. 
Delegates chosen by the strikers met 
Chairm an P ratt and 
discussed the 
proposition which had been made by 
the traction people. 
After being In session nearly all 
day, the men agreed to accept 22 
cents an hour. 
The old “swing sys­ 
tem ” has been abolished; ten hours 
will constitute a day’s w ork; all em­ 
ployes will be perm itted to purchase 
their uniforms in the open m arket; all 
future differences are to be adjusted 
between the company and a grievance 
com m ittee chosen by the employes. If, 
after an investigation by the city con­ 
troller of the books of the company, it 
can be shown that more than 22 cents 
an hour can be paid w ithout crippling 
the finances of the Rapid T ransit 
company, then tho men will insist up­ 
on a further advance in wages. 
A sub com m ittee of employes met 
and ratified the agreem ent with the 
company. 
The 
elevated 
men 
are 
also to receive an increase of I cent 
an hour. 
No effort was made to run cars 
after dusk. 
The saloons w ere closed 
at 6 o’clock, but there were several 
incipient 
riots 
In 
the 
evening 
in 
which the strikebreakers w ere forced 
to abandon their cars. 
The strike has been the m ost com­ 
plete tie-up ever experienced by local 
trolley companies. 
The employes of the Philadelphia 
Rapid T ransit company voted to ac­ 
cept the proposition m ade by tho 
company, which had been subm itted 
to them by the sub-committee appoint­ 
ed to confer with the traction officials. 
Fourteen barns voted to accept the 
term s offered by the company and 
four against, with one to be heard 
from. 
The total vote is 3,256 for, to 
619 against. 


BOTH SIDES ARE SATISFIED 


No Change in 8trike In Shops of the 
Baltim ore and Ohio Road. 
Baltim ore, June 5.—Both sides are 
apparently entirely satisfied w ith the 
strike conditions in the shops along 
the line of the Baltimore and Ohio in­ 
augurated in the Mount Clare shops, 
this city, in protest against the Intro­ 
duction of the piecework system . The 
railroad officials admit th at the strike 
has extended to the shops at E ast 
Philadelphia and Keyser, W. Va., but 
say none cf the men have quit work 
at the Riverside shops, this city. 
On 
the latter point the statem ent of the 
men differs from that of the company. 
Shops at Connelsville, Newark, O., 
Newcastle 
Junction, 
Parkersburg, 
Pittsburg, G arrett, Ind., and W heel­ 
ing, are now reported to be involved 
in the strike. 
The report of the com­ 
pany m akes no mention of some of 
these places. 
Figures furnished by 
the company show that outside this 
city 506 men are out, and to this the 
strikers say should be added 220 men 
out at M ount Clare and 15 to 17 at 
Riverside.

vacancies as fast as they occur.

YO MANUFACTURE EVIDENCE 


Chicago, June 5.—Dr. H aldane Clem- 
lnson, who is being held by the police 
on the charge of m urdering his wife, 
was transferred from the 
Shefleld 
avenue police station to the county 
jail and soon after his rem oval he 
became seriously ill and was placed in 
tho jail hospital. 
It was reported th at 
he is on the verge of a nervous col­ 
lapse. 
Dr. Francis E. McNamara, the jail 
physician, was called in to attend Dr. 
Cleminson and said he believed the 
prisoner s condition was due to the 
severs grill he has been put through 
by the police during the past week. A 
' closer examination by Dr. M cNamara 
revealed the fact that Dr. Clem inson’s 
heart was bad. 
Upon his arrival at the county jail 
Dr. Cleminson was searched. A watch, 
a small am ount of money, some ciga­ 
rette papers and tobacco and some 
cigarettes were taken from him. 
He 
was told th at he Dwight smoke a pipe 
or cigars, but that cigarettes were 
forbidden in the jail. 
The doctor has 
been an incessant smoker since his 
detention and immediately sent out 
for a supply of cigars. 
Dr. Cleminson was placed tem po­ 
rarily in a cell In the third tie r and 
later removed to cell No. 278, where 
he rem ained until ht3 removal to the 
Jail hospital. 
Cell 278 is directly be­ 
low the tier known as “m urderers’ 
row.”

W ashington, June 5.—Vice Admiral 
Baron U riu of Japan placed a w reath 
of red and white roses, the colors of

after paying this m ark of respect 
stood w ith bowed head at the entrance 
of the tom b for a minute. 
Leaving here in the m idst of a rain 
which continued until the adm iral’s 
party reached Mount Vernon, no soon­ 
er had the w reath been placed on the 
tomb than the clouds parted and the 
sun burst forth. 
The party then paid a visit to the 
home on the hill beyond the tomb. 
The adm iral went to M ount Vernon 
on the yacht Sylph as the guest of 
A ssistant Secretary of the Navy W in­ 
throp. 
E arlier in the day Admiral Uriu, ac­ 
companied by Ambassador Takahira, 
paid a brief visit to President T aft at 
ti^H A hite House. 


STRIKERS REDUCE DEMANDS 


Prosecutor Charges That the Defen­ 


dant in Bribery Case at San Fran­ 


cisco W a s a Party to a Plot— Testi­ 


mony of Samuel F. Scott Opens Up 


One of the Bitterest Controversies 


of the Long Trial. 


San Francisco, June 5.—Charging 
that Patrick Calhoun was a party to 
a plot to m anufacture evidence favor­ 
able to officials of the U nited Rail­ 
roads, 
A ssistant 
District 
A ttorney 
Francis J. Honey introduced a new is­ 
sue into the Calhoun bribery trial. 
Samuel F. Scott, successively em­ 
ployed In confidential positions by the 
United Railroads, the Southern Pacific 
railway and W. J. Burns, agent of 
the prosecution, was the w itness m ak­ 
ing the charge. 
His testimony opened 
up one of tile bitterest controversies 
of the long trial. 
Scott, who adm itted that he had be­ 
come an agent of the prosecution 
since the trial commenced, said he 
had been approached by Joseph H. 
Handlon, claim s agent of the U nited 
Railroads, in 1907, and requested to 
repeat before Mr. Calhoun a story 
m anufactured by Handlon. 
Scott said Handlon asked him to 
tell Calhoun th at he (Scott) had once 
been in the employ of Burns; th a t he 
bad accom panied Rudolph Spreckels

and Francis J. Heney in an autom o­ 
bile ride to a house, the location of 
which was not defined, and th at Mr. 
Spreckels 
had 
watched 
through 
a 
transom th e conduct of two m en who 
entered an adjoining room. 
The wit­ 
ness said he had been asked to tell 
Mr. Calhoun th at Mr. Spreckels had 
subsequently joined the two m en and 
departed w ith them. 
Stanley Moore, an attorney for the 
defense, who conducted the cross-ex­ 
am ination of Scott, adm itted th at the 
story of the witness was no surprise 
to the defense, but insinuated, by his 
questions, th at Scott had originated 
the narrative and tried in vain to sell 
it to the defense, after which he en­ 
tered the employ of the prosecution. 
Mr. Heney, in replying to objec­ 
tions from the defense, declared that 
the testim ony showed a deliberate at­ 
tem pt to fabricate evidence tending to 
discredit the trapping of one of the 
supervisors and to make it appear 
that the trapping was a “fake.” 
Alexander S. King of A tlanta, Ga., 
of counsel for Calhoun, characterized 
the whole m atter as “a m idsum m er 
m adness.”

STATE DEPARTMENT 
SPOILED ROMANCE 


Prevented Marriage of Ameri­ 
can Woman and a Count. 


Paris, June 5.—Miss Isabel Garwood 
a white-haired New York woman, now 
a guest of the Continental hotel, is the 
heroine of the proposed m arriage to 
prevent which the machinery of the 
state departm ent at W ashington was 
put in motion, and her story of the 
romance in which she is involved is 
rfather rem arkable. 
The prospective bridegroom is Count 
Bettino di Mose Padua, once a resi­ 
dent of New York, whom Miss G ar­ 
wood m et in Egypt. 
The engagem ent 
of Miss Garwood to the count was an­ 
nounced April 16. 
The intervention of the state de­ 
partm ent at W ashington was obtained 
through Rev. John B. Quinn of the 
Church of the Ascension, W ashington, 
at the instance of Miss Garwood’s sis­ 
ter, Miss F rancis A. Garwood of New 
York. 
Miss Isabel Garwood says she re­ 
gards the interference of her relatives 
In the m atter as gratuitous. 
The state departm ent transm itted 
to Am bassador Reid at Ixmdon and 
later to Am bassador W hite here the 
results of its investigation into the 
record of the count’s life in New York 
and his antecedents in Italy, which 
were obtained by Baron Bayer des 
Planches, the Italian am bassador to 
the United States. 
According to this Information, the 
count is not an Italian nobleman, but 
an A ustrian, who practiced m edicine 
for several years in New York with 
his brother. 
Upon the death of his brother, the 
inform ation asserted, the count con­ 
tracted a common law union w ith his 
sister-in-law; 
but he declared th at 
seven years ago he effected a settle­ 
ment w ith her and that she returned 
to Austria. 
Miss Garwood says the m arriage 
was broken off because the count had 
been inform ed that his sister-in-law 
claimed the bond between herself and 
the count had not been annulled. Miss 
Garwood says the count has gone to 
Ttaly to obtain proof of the settlem ent 
with the woman. 


BOY KILLED ON THE STREET 


Shot Dead by a Boy With W hom He 
Had Quarrelled. 
Nashville, Tenn., June 5.—Shortly 
after 8 o’clock p. rn. sixteen-year-old 
Edgar Serber was called from his 
home in W est Nashville and killed in 
the street by 
fifteen-year-old Jesse 
McPherson. 
T he slayer used a re ­ 
peating shotgun and fired twice, blow­ 
ing off the top of his victim’s head. 
McPherson, who is the son of Elder 
Joseph M cPherson, a m inister of the 
Church of C hrist, was arrested short­ 
ly after the tragedy and is now con­ 
fined at th e police station. 
Talking of the tragedy, he adm it­ 
ted th at he w ent to Serber’s home to 
kill 
him, 
saying that Serber 
had 
talked about him. 
Some w eeks ago the boys engaged 
in a fight, during which Serber, it is 
said, used a buggy whip on M cPher­ 
son. 
Since then each, it is said, had 
indulged in talk among companions 
about the other. 
Serber was sitting 
on the porch of his home talking to 
his aged fath er when M cPherson sum ­ 
moned him to his death.

Here, be­ 
hind a bush, five Shawnee warriors 
were In hiding, and. although the spot 
was not more than a quarter of a mile 
from Boonosber' u :h. one of Hie Shaw­ 
nees struck boldly cut Into the water, 
seized the rn nee and dragged it to 
shore with Its screaming occupants. 
Once In the power of the Indians, 
however, these youthful daughters of 
the wilderness befr*.red a wonderful 
self possession and re anircefulness 
They knew enough of Indian rn toms 
to realize that If til lr st:engtIi failed 
them and they should prove unequal 
to the long march to the Shawnee 
towns on the Ohio they would be 
slaughtered mercilessly. 
So they sti­ 
fled sobs and calmly accompanied their 
captors without protest or struggle. 
At every opportunity, though, they 
secretly tore little pieces from their 
clothing and attached them to bushes 
on the trail. Nothing more was need­ 
ed to inform Boone and his fellow set­ 
tlers, who had quickly started in pur­ 
suit, that they were on the right track, 
and on the second day of the captivity 
they caught up with the Indians. A 
volley laid two Shawnees low, the rest 
fled, and by the close of another day 
the girls were safe In the arms of 
their thankful mothers.—H. Addington 
Bruce In Smith’s Magazine.

the United States Steel corporation. 
The principal independent companies 
that hold leases on state ore lands are 
the Jones & Laughlin Co. and the She- 
nange Furnace company of Pittsburg. 
The Republic Iron & Steel Co., of Chi­ 
cago and New York, Pickands Mather 
& Co., Cleveland, the Cleveland Cliff 
and Pitt Iron & Steel Co. and M. A. 
Hanna & Co., Cleveland, and the New 
York State Steel company, New York. 
‘‘The properties that these companies 
will develop are on the Messaba range 
to some extent, but mainly on the 
newer Cuyuna range. 
Rates of 80 
cents on ore from the range to the lake 
shipping ports have |been too high for 
profitable operation. The ore, it is 
said, could be carried at a profit for 
60 cents, and this has led to the ex­ 
pectation that the independents, now

Mr. Nettleton, however, 
believes that the county itself should 
drill the land and know exactly what is 
under it before disposing of it in any 
way. 
He believes it more than prob 
able that if this is done the revenue 
from the farm will be sufficient to pay off 
the county’s indebtedness and also fur­ 
nish the revenues needed for the main­ 
tenance of the, county 
organization. 
As a reason for his belief he cites a 
county in Indiana, which owned a farm 
in the oil district near Muncie. He 
states that the county bored for oil and 
made a find which brought in revenue 
sufficient to pay all the existing indebt­ 
edness of the county and more than 
maintain it, and he urges that the same 
thing might be done here. The expense 
would not be an added burden of any 
great amount when distributed upon 
the entire county and he belives that 
if the county knew just what ore it had, 
and what depth, it would be much eas­ 
ier to get a lease which would be ad­ 
vantageous to the county than if the 
party leasing had to take all the chan­ 
ces himself.

A Tragic Journey Across a Desert of 
Central Asia. 
One of the most trying of the cen­ 
tral Asian adventures of Sveu Hedin, 
the Swedish explorer, was this: In 
February, 1S95, Sven Hedin started 
eastward, exploring the country be­ 
tween the Kashgar and Yarkand riv­ 
ers, proceeding in April to cross the 
Takla Makan desert, between the 
Yarkand and Ivhotan rivers. 
Never 
before had any known traveler at­ 
tempted to exploit a bourse amid the 
eternal sea of shifting sand hills from 
river to river. The tale of that little, 
travel worn, bedraggled group, far be­ 
yond the last watering place, envel­ 
oped in dust, stumbling along through 
the dreary but agitated desert sea by 
crooks and roundabout ways, with 
desolation spread around and every 
trace of life departed, was a weird 
and pathetic one. “Not even a fly was 
to be heard in the air, not even a yel­ 
low leaf broke the monotony.” 
Aud ever at their head was the 
sturdy figure of the Swedish explorer, 
compass in hand, still enthusiastic, 
guiding them as best he could through 
the death shrouded wilderness. 
At 
length the camels had to eat their 
straw saddles, and the last of the 
bread was gone. 
Horrors followed. 
As men and camels dropped out of 
the line they were immediately envel­ 
oped in the whirling sand shroud and 
never seen again. 
The end came on May 5, when Sven 
Hedin, crawling on all fours, dragged 
himself across the dry bed of the 
Ivhotan river. “All of a sudden a duck 
flew Into the air and water splashed,” 
he wrote. 
Two of his followers were 
all that survived, and it is doubtful 
whether even those two would have 
lived to tell the tale had not Sven 
Iledin carried back w ater for them in 
his hoots.
